@ursvemarcable, processrinas peen penected to. cut 
these Borders cleanly and accurately along the line of 
the pattern, and a patent for the invention was granted 
us under date cf December: 25, 1906.

Three colorings are made of all the Pressed Cut-out 
Borders; these are shown in plates 14, 15 and 16. They 
are recommended to be used over wall coverings in dark 
and medium shades, being especially attractive with two- 
tone and plain hangings. 


The general use cf our eight designs, cut out by the 
patented process, will produce a great diversity of strik- 
ing effects which cannot be attained by less practical 
means, such as the use of crowns 


The growing popularity of Special Decorations and 
scenic, Friezes has created a demand for a variety of 
designs, and no other decorative features present such 


an unlimited scope for the skill of the decorator. We 
specify the colors carried of decorations not shown in 
our spécialsset; 


Leathers, Brocades and Damasks, in pressed relief, 
are to play a most important part in the higher class of 
decoration. Two of the Pressed Leather designs are 
illustrated, and, although not in relief, they serve in a 
measure to show the excellence of a grade which we 
have made a specialty, and one which is meeting with 
unparalleled success. 


The materials and process employed are entirely the 
product of our own research, demonstrating at a glance 
the pronounced superiority of the Janeway & Carpender 
Leathers, so that no persuasion is required to have them 
hung where unusual merit and durability are appreciated. 


In our Brocades the highest quality of imported 
bronze forms a solid waterproof surface, and what is said 
above in reference to Leathers will also apply to the 
Brocades and Damasks. A trial will convince that these 
statements are not mere generalities 


Our 20-inch paper Burlaps are commanding more 
than ordinary interest, not only presenting a good burlap . 
surface and being easily hung, but they are made in 
permanent colors. The plain and printed Duplex papers 
of the 1907 line are also light-proof, insuring most satis- 
factory results.

Patent Cut-Out Frieze No. P 412 is colored as shown in Plate 13, also with 
pink roses and yellow roses. 


Ribbon stripe side-wall No. 1978 can be furnished in colors to harmonize. 
Another suggestion would be to drop the ceiling paper to a card-rail or 
moulding, using the frieze in the angle and the ribbon stripe as a lower.

In this suggestion the ceiling is dropped to the frieze, which is hung above 
a card rail. An excellent treatment can also be obtained by paneling this 
side-wall pattern with No. 388 panel border, shown in Plate 25.

8, would be more appropriate than the wide frieze. 

Decoration No. 3866 is made in gray, green, terra cotta, and brown shades.

Both the frieze and emblems are printed on Permanent Duplex, in sage 
green and red shades, these two colors of the plain Duplex being used to 
match. The decoration, No. 392, is colored:to harmonize.
